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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

(a) (1 ) The range end points in proposed claim 1 were not previously presented in concert with the scope of claim 1 . Neither claim 1 nor its 
dependent claims previously featured these range end points. Therefore, this represents a newly presented scope requiring further search 
and/or consideration. (2) The range end points in proposed claim 58 were not previously presented in concert with the scope of claim 58. 
Neither claim 58 nor its dependent claims previously featured these range end points. Therefore, this represents a newly presented scope 
requiring further search and/or consideration. (3) The new viscosity limitation "at room temperature" in claims 1 and 17 raises the question 
of whether or not this temperature is supported by the specification. Therefore, further consideration is required. 

(b) A discussed above, it appears that the new viscosity limitation "at room temperature" represents new matter. The specification is silent 
regarding the temperature condition for the instantly claimed viscosity range. 

(c) The proposed changes are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues 
for appeal - see (a) and (b) above. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

(1) Applicant has repeated their argument regarding the 112, 2 nd paragraph, rejection set forth in section 10 of the final office action. Again, 
Applicant has cited limited use of the term "unmodified amide/imidazoline" in the prior art; however, they have failed to shed any light on the 
meaning of it. (2) Applicant argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would understand that the viscosity was measured at room 
temperature when no temperature was specified. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Although the Examiner has treated the mixed 
viscosity range as such for the purpose of prior art analysis, this is not an adequate basis for support. 
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
